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AWAKENING  TO  A  NEWNESS  OF  LIFE

I  ido  not  remember  an  occasion,  my 
brethren  and  sisters,  when  it  appeared  to 
me  that  a  greater  number  ot  members  of 
the  Church  were  present  than  are  here 
this  morning.  I  feel  humble  and  grateful 
that  I  am  permitted  to  be  here  with  you, 
recognized,  with  you,  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  ol  Latter-day 
Saints. 

It  is  a  beautiful  morning.  The  sun 
shines  brightly  without.  As  I  walked 
through  these  Tabernacle  grounds,  I 
noticed  that  the  buds  on  the  trees  arp 
beginning  to  burst,  to  put  on  their  new 
summer  clothing,  and  awake  to  newness 
of  life. 

Then  when  I  look  at  these  Easter  lilies, 
with  their  purity  of  colour,  I  remember 
that  this  is  the  day  when  Christian  people 
throughout  the  world  commemorate  the 
resurrection  of  Christ,  our  Lord.  It 
seems  appropriate  that  it  should  come  on 


such  a  day,  that  the  occasion  should  come 
when  the  earth  is  awakening  from  its  long- 
winter  sleep,  its  frozen  condition,  to  new 
life  and  new  energy. 

The  word  "  Easter  "  is  derived, 
according  to  a  note  which  I  have  here, 
from  the  Anglo-Saxon  word  "  Eostra," 
who  is  the  mythical  goddess  of  spring. 
Prior  to  the  seventh  century  A.D.,  no 
uniform  date  had  been  fixed  upon  which 
this  event,  the  resurrection  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  was  commemorated.  I  find 
that  Rome  observed  the  26th  of  March; 
that  Gaul  observed  the  21st  of  March; 
Italv,  the  18th  of  April  ;  while  Christians 
of  Egypt  observed  April  27th  as  the  day 
on  which  the  tomb  of  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world  was  opened,  and  He  came  forth 
with  His  resurrected  body. 

Regardless  of  the  date,  whether  it  be 
upon  April  5th,  as  we  commemorate  it 
to-day,  or    upon    any    other    day    which 
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might  be  designated,  il  does  bring  to 
our  memory,  and  we  commemorate  il  ;is 
one  of  the  greatest — perhaps  I  might  be 
justified  in  saying  the  greatest     event  that 

has  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
It  is  true  that  the  creation  of  man  and 
the  placing  of  him  here  upon  earth  by 
God,  our  Father,  was  the  beginning  of 
all  things  as  it  now  pertains  to  us  ;  but  if 
the  decree  of  death  which  was  pronounced 
upon  our  first  parents,  and  which  has  been 
the  heritage  of  man  from  that  time  until 
the  present,  had  been  definite  and  per- 
petual, if  no  means  of  redemption  from  it 
had  been  provided,  the  purpose  of  God 
our  Father  in  placing  us  here  would  have 
been,  to  a  great  degree  at  least,  futile. 

A  Redeemer  Promised  and  Sent. 

God  promised,  in  the  beginning,  that 
He  would  provide  a  Redeemer;  that  the 
penalty  of  death,  which  was  pronounced 
upon  humankind,  because  of  transgres- 
sion, should  not  be  eternal,  but  that  at 
a  time,  designated  as  the  meridian  of 
time,  He  would  send  to  earth  His  Only 
Begotten  Son,  through  whom  the  bonds 
of  death  were  to  be  broken,  and  the  re- 
storation of  the  spirit  and  body  of  men 
become  an  accomplished  fact, 'when  mor- 
tality would  be  no  longer  a  burden  to  us, 
but  when  with  glorified  bodies  we  should 
Stand  in  the  presence  of  God,  our  Father. 

I  am  just  quoting,  in  a  general  way, 
because  of  the  limited  time,  the  facts  as 
they  are  to  be  found  in  holy  writ.  The 
Bible  tells  the  story  very  definitely  and 
understandingly  to  those  who  read.  That 
the  Israelitish  people  from  whom  we  are 
descendants,  looked  forward  to  a  time 
when  a  Redeemer  would  be  provided,  is 
a  well -established  fact.  Israel  had  been 
reduced  to  a  condition  of  servitude.  The 
independence  of  Judea  h  >d  passed  into 
other  hands.  Rome  dominated,  and  the 
Jews  were  tributary  to  her.  Their  pro- 
phets looked  forward  to  the  dav  when 
deliverance  would  come.  The  Jews  ex- 
pected one  to  come  to  sit  upon  David's 
throne.  They  looked  for  a  deliverer,  a 
redeemer,  who  would  come  surrounded 
by  the  panoply  of  war,  and  restore  to 
Israel  the  kingdom  which  had  been 
wrested    from     them.        The     advent    of 


Christ,  the  humilit)  of  His  birth,  the  sim- 
plicity of  His  life,  did  not  appeal  to  them. 

When    our     Lord    was    baptized    in    the 

River  Jordan,  John,  who  administered 
the  ordinance,  bore  witness  that  He  was 
the  Son  of  God.  John  had  preached  re- 
pentance and  baptism  ;  bore  witness  to 
the  world  that  one  would  come  after  him, 
the  latchet  of  whose  shoes  he  was  not 
worthy  to  unloose.  And  yet  it  is  evident 
that  John  himself  w;is  not  certain,  be- 
cause while  in  jail  it  the  decree  of  Herod, 
the  kin^,  he  sen!  messengers  to  our  Lord 
with  this  question:  "  Go  and  ask  him  if 
he  is  really  he  who  was  to  come,  or  are 
we  to  look  for  another."  Christ  answered 
them  and  said  :  "  Go  back  and  tell  to  John 
that  which  you  have  seen.  The  blind  see. 
The  deaf  hear.  The  sick  are  healed.  Tin- 
poor  have  the  Gospel  preached  to  them." 
Let  the  mind  of  John  revert  to  the  words 
of  the  prophets,  who  had  long  before 
declared  that  He  should  come  in  humility, 
and  not  in  the  glory  of  the  world. 

Christ,  our  Lord,  came  to  earth  first, 
to  break  the  bands  of  death,  and  make 
the  resurrection  from  the  dead  an  estab- 
lished fact.  He  came  to  teach  us  the  story 
of  human  life,  for  He  lived  it,  as  we 
should  live  it.  He  came  to  teach  us  the 
source  from  which  we  came,  and  to  wnich 
we  shall  return. 

He  bore  definite  witness  that  He  came 
from  the  presence  of  the  Father,  as  we 
came  from  the  presence  of  the  Father. 
He  bore  definite  witness  that  He  returned 
to  the  Father ;  that  He  went  to  sit  upon 
His  right  hand,  as  it  would  be  the  privi- 
lege of  all  of  those  who  accepted  and 
followed  Him  to  sit  upon  His  right  hand. 
He  bore  witness  to  us  that  whosoever  had 
seen  Him  had  seen  the  Father;  that  the 
glory  of  the  Father  was  not  only  mani- 
fest in  His  ministry,  and  the  doctrines 
which  He  taught,  but  that  He  was  in  the 
exact  image  of  His  person.  When  men 
said  to  Him  :  "  Show  me  the  Father," 
did  He  not  answer:"  Is  it  possible  that 
you  have  been  with  me  so  long,  and  ask 
this  question?  Whoever  has  seen  me  has 
seen  the  Father."  Thus  was  established 
the  divinity  of  the  declaration  made  in  the 
book  of  Genesis  : 
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So  (iod  created  man  in  his  own 
image,  in  the  image  of  God  created  he 
him;  male  and  female  created  he  them. 

Christ's  Life,   Death  and  Resurrection. 

Christ  taught  us  the  doctrine  of  humili- 
ty. King  though  lie  was,  He  rode  into 
Jerusalem  upon  the  colt  of  an  ass — not 
in  a  chariot,  not  with  military  attendants, 
not  with  the  blare  of  trumpets  and  tin- 
beating  of  (hums,  bill  under  the  most 
humble  circumstances  thai  the  human 
mind  can   w  ell  COrtCeh  e. 

Christ  was  horn  into  the  world  as  we 
are  born  into  it,  the  son  ol  ;i  righteous, 
God-chosen  mother,     lie  lived  very  much 

as  we  live.  lie  grew  up  as  we  grOW  up, 
except  the  manifestation  of  His  wisdom 
and  godly  palling  which  characterized 
even  His  childhood,  His  youth.  lie  died 
Very  much  as  we  would  have  died,  sub- 
jected to  i  he  same  condition. 

It  appeared,  after  all,  that  the  end  had 
come.  He  had  taught  the  doctrine  of  the 
resurrection  from  the  dead,  but  His  (lis - 
bfples  did  not  fully  understand,  and  when 
they  saw  Him  give  up  the  Ghost,  and 
laid  His  body  away  in  the  sepulchre  pre- 
pared by  His  devoted  friend,  Joseph  of 
Arimathea,  who  is  said  to  have  been  Che 
uncle  of  Mary,  His  mother,  it  appeared 
to  them  that  the  end  had  come.  And  they 
said:  "  After  all,  there  is  nothing-  to  it. 
I  am  going'  back  to  mv  fishery.  I  shall 
go  back  to  my  life  as  a  publican.  I  shall 
pursue  the  avocation  that  I  pursued  be- 
fore I  knew  him." 

But  when  the  good  women  came  upon 
that  Sunday  morning,  which  we  com- 
memorate to-day,  not  expecting  to  find 
His  sepuchre  empty,  but  expecting  to  ad- 
minister to  Him  the  last  rites  which  it 
was  customary  among  the  Hebrew  people 
to  administer  to  the  dead.  He  was  not 
there.  An  angel  of  the  Lord  was  there. 
The  great  stone  which  Pilate  had  ordered 
to  be  placed  before  the  opening  of  the 
sepulchere,  and  sealed  with  a  Roman 
signet,  had  been  rolled  aside.  The  body 
of  their  Lord  was  gone.  The  linen  cloths 
were  there,  in  which  His  head  had  been 
bound.  The  angel  asked  them  why  they 
sought  the  living  among  the  dead. 

You  are  familiar,  you  who  read  the 
scripture,   with  the  story  of  His  glorious 


resurrection.  You  all  know  that  His  dis- 
ciples could  not  believe  it,  when  word  was 
taken  to  them  that  He  had  been  raised 
I  mm  the  dead.  To  them  it  appeared  to 
be  an  impossibility.  While  they  were  met 
together,  with  the  doors  closed,  and  He 
appeared  before  them,  they  looked  upon 
Him     in     wonder,     and     some     doubted. 

Thomas  said  :  "  I  will  not  believe  until 
I  see  the  marks  of  the  nails  in  His  hands 
and  feet,  and  the  wound  of  the  Roman 
spear-thrust  in  His  side."  .\ni\  he  did 
see  them.  Then  he  bowed  down  and  wor- 
shipped Him  as  his  Lord  and  God,  just 
as  we  worship   Him   lo-dav. 

Jesus  taught  us  the  doctrine  of  for- 
giveness. He  said  to  tin  sinful  woman, 
when  her  own  people  would  have  Stoned 
her  to  death:  "  Go  thy  way  and  sin  no 
more."  Among  His  last  words,  He  said 
<>f  those  who  were  responsible  for  HJs 
death:  "  Father,  forgive  them;  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do." 

He  lived  again.  It  was  after  His 
resurrection  that  He  authorized  His  dis- 
ciples to  go  into  the  world  and  preach 
His  Gospel,  and  promised  them  that  the 
signs  should  follow— not  before,  not  dur- 
ing  His   mortal   life. 

Others  arose. 

The  Bible  bears  witness  that  not  alone 
the  body  of  Christ  arose  from  the  grave, 
but  that  many  of  the  graves  were  opened, 
and  people,  with  their  resurrected  bodies, 
went  forth  into  the  great  city,  and 
appeared  unto  many. 

He  appeared  after,  with  His  glorified 
body,  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  American 
continent.  They  saw  Him.  They  heard 
His  voice.  He  taught  them  the  same 
doctrines  that  He  taught  to  His  people 
in  the  promised  land,  or  in  Jerusalem. 
So    we   know   that    He   lived   again. 

My  brethren  and  sisters,  this  is  the 
great  lesson  that  He  teaches  us.  This  is 
what  I  have  endeavoured,  in  a  few  words, 
to  present  to  you:  Just  as  Christ  lived 
and  died  ond  was  resurrected  from  the 
dead,  so  do  we  live  and  die,  and  so  are 
we  resurrected  from  the  dead,  or  else 
there  is  no  truth  in  the  revealed  will  of 
the  Lord  as  it  is  written  in  the  holy  scrip- 
ture. 
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I  admonish  you  all  to  read  the  Usl  book 
of  the  Bible,  the  revelation  given  to  St. 
John.  We  call  it  the  Apocalypse.  Reflect 
for  a  moment  on  the  manner  in  which  it 
came.  John  tells  us  that  it  was  a  revela- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord;  that  He 
sent  and  communicated  it  to  him  through 
the  agency  of  an  angel — He  did  not  go 
Himself;  and  then  the  wonderful  revela- 
tions which  are  made  regarding-  the  earth 
and  its  inhabitants,  the  future  which  is 
before  us,  were  delivered  by  this  person- 
age to  John,  the  divine  disciple  of  Christ 
our  Lord,  who  had  been  banished  to  the 
Isle  of  Patmos  by  decree  of  the  Roman 
governor. 

All  Shall  Rise  from  Death. 

What  did  the  angel  of  the  Lord  tell 
John?  John  says:  "  He  showed  me 
these  things.  I  saw  that  the  graves  were 
opened ;  and  the  dead  came  forth,  that 
small  and  great  arose  from  them ;  that 
they  appeared  before  God  to  be  judged 
according  to  the  things  which  are  written 
in  the  books,  according  to  their  works." 
All  men,  he  declared,  are  to  be  the  bene- 
ficiaries of  the  redemption  wrought  out 
by  Christ,  our  Lord.  The  sea  gave  up 
the  dead  which  were  in  it.  The  graves 
were  opened,  and  the  dead  came  forth, 
and  death  and  hell  gave  up  the  dead  that 
w'ere  in  them.  They  came  to  judgment, 
every  man  and  woman  according  to  the 
works  clone  while  they  were  in  mortality, 
as  we  are  in  mortality  now.  This  reveals 
to  us  definitely  the  obligation  that  we  are 
under  to  God,  our  Father,  to  live  right- 
eous lives,  to  accomplish  good  purposes, 
to  fulfil  the  mission  for  which  we  have 
been  sent  to  earth,  in  a  manner  that  will 
be  pleasing  to  God  our  Father,  and  justi- 
fied when  the  balance  sheej:  is  struck. 

What  else  did  John  tell  us?  "I  saw 
a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  :  for  the 
first     heaven     and     the     first     earth     were 

passed    away And   theVe 

shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sor- 
row, nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be 
any  more  pain  :  for  the  former  things  are 
al  passed  away." 

Does  this  bring  a  degree  of  resigna- 
tion to  us?  Does  it  bring  happiness  to 
us  in  time  of  trouble  and  sorrow?    What 


does  it  all  mean?  It  means  that  every 
wife  who  has  stood  at  the  bier  of  her  hus- 
band, whom  death  has  called,  has  hope 
that  the  separation  is  only  temporary. 
It  means  that  every  husband  who  has  laid 
away  his  wife  has  that  same  hope,  if 
he  understands.  It  means  that  mothers 
who  have  mourned  the  loss  of  children, 
relatives  who  have  mourned  the  loss  of 
friends  that  have  been  separated  from 
them  by  death,  have  joy  and  consolation 
in  the  knowledge,  the  definite  knowledge 
that  has  come  to  us,  that  there  will  be  a 
restoration  from  death  in  the  life  to  come. 

It  is  a  wonderful  thing  to  me;  I  glory 
in  it.  So  I  bear  witness  to  this  large  con- 
gregation of  people  that  we  are  redeemed 
from  this  change  from  mortality  to  im- 
mortality, which  we  call  death,  through 
the  redemption  wrought  out  by  Christ  our 
Lord.  He  is  our  Redeemer;  He  is  our 
Saviour,  and  if  we  are  true  to  Him,  we 
will  be  entitled  to  sit  upon  His  right  hand 
in  the  mansions  of  God  our  Father  when 
our  mortal  lives  are  ended.  Every  cove- 
nant, every  promise  made  to  men  and 
women  upon  earth,  which  is  sealed  by 
the  holy  spirit  of  promise,  will  go  with 
us  into  the  life  to  come. 

Who  was  this  man  that  made  all  of 
this  possible?  He  was  not  a  man  of 
wealth.  He  was  not  a  man  of  great 
national  notoriety.  He  had  no  home  to 
call  His  own.  He  had  no  place  to  lay 
His  head.  He  was  not  a  man  who  sought 
the  praise  of  the  world,  not  one  to  mag- 
nify Himself  to  the  exclusion  of  others  ; 
but  one  who,  while  in  reality  a  king,  was 
not  a  king  as  we  interpret  that  word  to 
mean  in  human  life.  He  washed  the  feet 
of  His  humble  followers.  He  was  not 
well  known  in  Jerusalem,  where  He 
ministered.  It  was  necessary  that  some 
one  point  Him  out  that  the  officers  of  the 
law  might  know  who  this  man  was  that 
was  making  such  great  disturbance.  A 
man  of  humility  !  A  man  ol  sorrow !  It 
is  said  of  Him  that  no  one  ever  heard 
Him  laugh,  but  many  people  saw  Him 
Aveep,  because  of  the  sins  of  the  world, 
weep  because  of  His  love  for  an  un- 
believing people,  His  own  people,  to 
whom  He  came,  but  who  rejected  Him  as 
a  malefactor  and  an  imposter. 
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Mortality  Like  Earth. 

My  brethren  and  sisters,  these  are 
things  which  these  Easter  lilies  have 
brought  to  my  mind.  These  are  things 
which  this  springtime  day  recalls.  How 
like  our  own  lives !  How  like  mortality 
is  the  earth  itself!  Winter  time  comes. 
The  earth  appears  to  die*  Ice  and  snow 
enfold  it.  Should  it  continue  so,  the 
earth  would  not  be  habitable.  It  would 
become  like  the  frozen  country  to  the 
south  of  which  Rear  Admiral  Byrd  has 
so  recently  explored,  devoid  of  vegetation, 
devoid  of  life,  bleak,  hopeless,  uninhabit- 
able. But  the  Lord  has  so  provided  that 
the  sun  comes  back  to  us,  or  the  earth 
moves  back  to  the  sun  ;  the  winter  snows 
and  ice  are  melted,  and  springtime  comes. 
These  trees,  barren  now  of  leaves,  shoot 
out  their  buds,  and  put  on  their  summer 
garments.  The  birds  sing  again.  The 
earth  is  happy.  So  do  I  see  our  own  lives 
illustrated  in  these  things  of  mortality 
with  which  we  are  surrounded.  God  help 
us  all  to  appreciate  them.  God  help  us  to 
understand  that  the  resurrection  from 
the  dead  is  a  reality,  not  a  mythical  thing, 
but  a  reality  ;  and  that  it  may  apply  to  us 
all,  I  pray,  through  Jesus  Christ.    Amen.

INTEREST. 

Seventeen  new  ward  chapels,  one  com- 
bined ward  chapel  and  stake  tabernacle, 
and  one  stake  centre  and  social  hall  will 
soon  be  constructed  in  the  southern  part 
of  California.  The   new  buildings   will 

cost  from  £4y000  to  /10,000  earli.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  about  30,000 
members  of  the  Church  residing  in  South- 
ern   California. 

One  may  drink  King  George  VI 's 
health  in  water.  The  British  monarch  so 
informed  the  London  Temperance  Asso- 
ciation recently.  His  father.  King 
George  V,  and  his  brother,  Edward  VIII 
had  likewise  assured  Britons  that  "  a 
loyal  toast  will  be  honoured  with  equal 
acceptance  in  water  or  any  other  non- 
alcoholic beverage." 

Zion  Canyon,  in  Southern  Utah,  will 
be  the  scene  of  a  unique  radio  broadcast 
on  30th  May  of  this  year,  when  the  great 
Tabernacle  Choir  of  400  voices,  directed 
by  Elder  J.  Spencer  Cornwall,  will  present 
an  hour's  programme  from  the  base  of  the 
Great  White  Throne  in  Zion  Xational 
Park.  The  Choir  Broadcast,  which  will 
go  to  the  United  States  and  Canada 
through  the  facilities  of  the  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System,  will  be  part  of  a 
nation-wide  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  flood  since  Noah 
swirled  over  the  Mississippi  Valley  last 
month.

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A  CHURCH  OF  SELF-DEVELOPMENT

In  a  recent  conversation  with  a  man  in 
Chicago,  a  high  official  of  one  of  our 
large  national  industries,  we  had  occa- 
sion, at  his  request,  to  discuss  some 
phases  of  the  organization  of  the  Mormon 
Church.  He  was  especially  interested  in 
the  programme  offered  to  young  peop!e 
in  the  Mutual  Improvement  Association 
and  other  organizations  of  the  Church  as 
well  as  our  missionary  system,  and  he 
made  this  significant  observation  :  "I 
would  give  a  great  deal,"  he  said,  il 
my  own  two  boys,  one  17  and  the  other 
19  years  of  age,  could  have  the  same 
opportunity  as  your  boys,  to  participate 
in  such  a  worthwhile  programme.  I 
think  the  Mormon  Church  offers  the  finest 
training  to  young  people  that  can  he  had 
anywhere. " 

He  explained  that  there  were  no  such 
advantages  to  be  had  in  the  community 
where  he  lived  and  that  the  opportunity 
for  development,  through  activity  and 
self-expression,  could  not  be  secured  at 
any  price.  He  was  also  greatly  impressed 
with  the  opportunities  enjoyed  in  the 
Church  for  enriching  the  social  contacts 
of  young  people,  and  spoke  of  the  protec- 
tion which  such  a  system  offered  rri  pre- 
paration  for   life  and   marriage. 

All  thoughtful  parents  everywhere  are, 
110  doubt,  as  deeply  concerned  wtih  the 
welfare  of  their  children  as  is  our  Chicago 
friend.  They,  too,  are  extremely  anxious 
to  surround  their  boys  and  girls  with 
every  possible  advantage.  In  these  days 
of  widespread  indifference  to  many  of  the 
basic  laws  of  the  human  race,  as  enun- 
ciated in  the  great  Decalogue  given  to 
Moses  on  Mount  Sinai,  let  us  he  thank- 
ful that  there  are  still  parents  whose 
greatest  ambition  is  to  rear  their  sons 
and  daughters  who  will  be  prepared  to 
carrv  the  torch  of  Christian  civilization 
to  higher  peaks  than  we  have  yet 
attained. 

To  all  such  parents  and  to  their  child- 
ren, may  we  suggest  a  few  of  tin-  many 
opportunities  offered  by  the  Church  of 
Jesus    Christ    of    Latter-dav    Saints. 

Perhaps  one   of  the   most   unusual    fea- 


tures of  the  Church  is  the  wide  participa- 
tion in  all  Forms  of  activity  in  the  indivi- 
dual members.  There  being  no  paid 
ministry,  the  members  carry  on  the  work 
themselves,  and  every  one,  ypung  and  old, 
lias  many  opportunities  to  take  part. 

This  can  hest  he  illustrated  by  two 
stories  which  has  come  to  our  attention. 
The  first  one  deals  with  a  Church  mem- 
ber who  was  teaching  a  class  in  public 
speaking  in  an  eastern  university.  In 
his  class  were  several  husiness  and  pro- 
fessional men,  eager  to  acquire  the  art 
of  effective  speech.  The  young  Mormon 
teacher  was  urging  them  to  avail  them- 
selves of  every  opportunity  to  practice 
speaking  in  public,  and  suggested  that 
they  take  advantage  of  every  occasion  to 
speak  in  their  own  churches.  Immediate- 
ly several  members  of  the  class  asked 
what     was     meant     by     this     suggestion. 

They  said  that  there  was  little  opportu- 
nity for  anyone,  except  the  pastor,  to  do 
any  speaking  in  their  church.  The 
teacher,  having  lived  practical!}'  all  his 
life  in  a  Mormon  community,  was  so 
accustomed  to  thinking  of  his  church  as 
a  place  where  every  man  has  innumerable 
opportunities  to  speak,  that  he  had  com- 
pletely Forgotten  that  such  a  condition  is 
not  generally  prevalent. 

Tlu-  other  story  is  told  by  a  yoUng  lad} 
who  was  formerly  a  missionary  for  the 
Church  in  Europe.  While  living  in  Paris, 
she  and  her  companion  had  planned  to 
give  a  Xew  Year's  party  for  the  children 
who  attended  the  Church  Branch.  In  the 
apartment  where  they  resided  was  a  little 
French  boy,  Pierre,  the  youngest  of  a 
large  family.  They  had  often  heard  little 
Pierre  singing  as  they  passed  his  door. 
So  they  asked  the  mother  if  he  could 
come  to  the  party  and  sing  one  of  his 
little  songs  on  the  programme.  "  Surely 
you  do  not  mean  that  you  want  Pierre  to 
sing  before  other  people!  "  exclaimed 
his  mother.  "  Yes,"  they  assured  her, 
that  was  exactly  what  they  did  want. 
Overcome  with  emotion  she  said  that 
never  before  had  any  of  her  family, 
through    church    intercession,    taken    any 
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part  or  performed  before  other  people, 
outside  of  the  family  circle.  And  so, 
when    the  great   day   for   the   programme 

arrived,  all  the  family,  dressed  in  their 
best,  came  with  little  Pierre,  and  in  awe 
and  wonderment,  heard  him  do  his  part 
with  die  oilier  children  on  that  marvellous 
programme.  It  was  surely  the  "  red 
letter  day  "  of  their  Lives. 

In  contrast  with  this,  children  of  all 
ages  are  constantly  taking  part  on  pro- 
grammes, in  operettas,  in  Sunday  School 
presentations  and  at  other  Church  gather- 
ings in  every  part  of  the  Mormon  Church. 
Provision  is  made  in  the  various  organi- 
zations for  every  one  to  develop  his  or  her 
talents,  in  song,  in  speech,  in  dramatics 
and   in  numerous  other  weys. 

The  aim  of  the  Church  is  to  make  men 
happy.  One  of  the  most  potent  forces 
in  achieving  continuous  happiness  for  its 
members  is  to  keep  them  engaged  in  some 
form  of  Church  service.  The  satisfaction 
which  comes  from  personal  development 
and  from  giving  service  to  others  greatly 
enriches  the  lives  of  Church  members. 
It  is  safely  estimated  that  from  85  to  90 
per  cent,  of  all  Latter-day  Saints  are 
engaged  in  one  or  more  Church  activities. 

For  the  bentfit  of  any  w  ho  may  not  be 
familiar  with  the  system  of  organization 
of  the  Church,  may  we  give  a  brief  out- 
line of  that  system  ? 

At  the  head  of  the  Church  is  the  hirst 
Presidency,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  two  Counsellors.  Next  is  the 
yuoi'um  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  followed 
by  the  Presiding  Patriarch  and  the  First 
Seven  Presidents  of  the  Seventies,  then 
the  Presiding  Bishop  and  his  two  Coun- 
sellors. These  men,  collectively,  consti- 
tute the  General  Authorities  of  the  Church 
and  have  general  supervision  over  every- 
thing pertaining  to  the  organization  in 
all  the  world. 

All  male  members  over  12  years  of  age 
may  hold  the  Priesthood,  and  very  nearly 
all  do  st),  therefore  there  is  no  special 
Priesthood  class  in  the  Church.  The 
benefits  of  the  Priesthood  become  avail- 
able to  all,  and  the  responsibility  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Church  becomes  a  common 
concern. 


I  here  are  also  five  educational  agen- 
cies, known  as  the  Auxiliary  Organiza- 
tions. l,i  the  order  of  their  seniority 
these  are,  the  National  Women's  Relief 
Society,  the  Deseret  Sunday  School 
Union,  the  Young  Women's  and  the 
Young  Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Asso- 
ciations and  the  Primary  Association. 
The  Church  also  maintains  a  Departmrni 
of  Education  and  a  Genealogical  Society. 

Each  of  these  organizations,  enumera- 
ted above,  is  designed  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose, and  the  effect  of  the  activities  oi  all 
of  them  is  to  insure  the  mental,  physical, 
moral,  spiritual  and  economic-  develop- 
ment of  all  the  members  of  the  Church, 
of  all  ages,  in  all  lands — and  all  without 
a  paid  ministry. 

As  previously  indicated,  the  opportuni- 
ties for  self-expression,  accorded  to  all 
Church  members,  in  the  programme  and 
activities  of  these  organizations,  are 
numerous.  Here,    in    the    various   age 

groups,  the  members  participate  in 
classes  devoted  to  the  study  of  theologi- 
cal and  religious  subjects  as  well  as  in 
social  and  cultural  activities,  including 
music,  art,  drama,  literature,  social  danc- 
ing, public  speaking,  etc.  Boy  Scout  and 
similar  activities  for  older  boys  and  young 
men,  as  well  as  a  parallel  programme  for 
girls  and  young  women  of  corresponding 
age,  are  among  the  outstanding  features 
of  the  youth  programme  of  the  Mormon 
Church.  Here,  under  the  supervision  of 
experienced  leaders,  young  people  form 
lasting  friendships '  which  help  them  in 
choosing   their  life's  companions. 

The  development  which  comes  to  the 
individual  from  active  participation  in  all 
the  many  organizations  of  the  Church  is 
often  truly  phenomenal.  Because  of  the 
opportunities  for  self-expression  afforded 
its  members,  the  Church  has  frequently 
been  referred  to  as  an  outstanding 
educational  institution.  And  it  provides 
just  that — a  system  of  education  for  all 
of  the  activities  and  obligations  and  re- 
wards of   life — here  and   hereafter. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  unique  sys- 
tems of  educating-  its  members  and  of 
proselyting  for  new  members  of  any 
organization  in  the  world,  is  the  Mormon 
Missionarv  Svstem.       Missions  arc  main- 
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tained  in  most  of  the  civilized  world  and 
there  arc  now  approximately  2,000 
exemplary  young  men  ami  women  serving 
as  missionaries  for  the  Church  for  periods 
of  from  two  to  three  years.  They  come 
from  all  walks  of  life,  the  school,  the 
shop,  the  field  and  from  city  and  country 
homes.  After  a  brief  training  period, 
thev  are  sent  to  their  fields  of  labour, 
where  the}'  are  presided  over  by  an 
experienced    mission   president.  All   ol 

the  expense  of  these  young  missionaries 
is  borne  by  themselves  or  their  relatives. 
They  have  wonderful  experiences  in  meet- 
ing and  conversing  with  people  in  various 
countries,  and  the  development  and  cul- 
ture which  they  personally  receive  is  little 
short  of  miraculous.  Many  a  farm  or 
city  lad  has  left  home  with  no  ability  to 
face  an  audience  or  to  defend  his  beliefs  ; 
and  in  two  or  three  short  years  has  re- 
turned— a  polished  speaker,  bright  of 
countenance,  well  poised,  eager,  ready  and 
well  prepared  to  expound  the  principles 
of  his  religion  or  to  converse  intelligently 
on  any  subject.  This  experience  fits  him 
for  greater  responsibility  and  leadership 
in  any  vocation  he  may  choose,  and  brings 
back  to  his  community  the  desirable  cus- 
toms and  culture  of  the  outside  world. 

At  the  present  time,  great  progress  is 
being  made  in  missionary  methods.  In 
addition  to  the  long  established  method 
of  calling  from  door  to  door,  baseball, 
basketball,  tennis  and  other  sports  are 
engaged  in  by  the  missionaries,  in  their 
work  of  making  friends.  Recently  the 
Church  has  been  providing  the  mission- 
aries with  illustrated  books,  and  a  splen- 
did series  of  lantern  slides  and  films,  de- 
picting historical  and  other  scenes,  which 
are  used  wth  great  success.  Many  of 
the  missionaries  have  good  singing  voices 
and  vocal  quartettes  have  been  organized 
in  a  number  of  missions.  These  singers 
are  frequently  in  demand  for  concerts  and 
other  entertainments.  In  the  British 
Mission,  a  male  chorus  of  15  missionaries 
has  been  making  marked  progress  since 
May  of  1936.  This  organization,  known 
as  the  Millennial  Chorus,  recently  ap- 
peared on  a  regular  radio  programme, 
sponsored  by  the  Irish  Government 
Broadcasting  Corporation,  in  Dublin,  and 


later  was  presented  by  the  British  Broad- 
casting   Corporation,    from    government - 

owned  station  in  Belfasl  and  Manchester. 
These  young  men  were  also  entertained 
in  Dublin  by  the  American  Minister,  Mr. 
Alvin  M.  Owsley,  and  sang  for  his  guests, 
including  the  ministers  of  France,  Ger- 
many and  Belgium,  besides  several 
officials  of  the  Irish  Free  Slate  and  their 
ladies. 

The     Mormon     missionary     system     is 

organized  to  carry  out  two  of  the  great 
purposes  of  the  Church,  first,  the  perfect- 
ing of  the  individual,  and  second,  the  pro- 
mulgation of  the  truths  of  tin-  Gospel  of 
|esus  Christ  to  others. 

The  foregoing  account  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  is  skeletonized  and 
fragmentary.  Space  will  not  permit 
telling  of  the  intricate  details  of  the 
functional  structure  in  this  Church  of  self- 
development  whereby  every  man  is  at  the 
same  time  his  brother's  keeper  and  master 
of  his  own  destiny.  Indeed  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  re- 
flects the  whole  spirit  and  philosophy  of 
Jesus  Christ  ;  that  every  man  is  a  free 
agent ;  that  every  man  is  a  child  of  God  ; 
that  every  man  must  make  his  own 
choices  ;  that  everv  man  shall  be  rewarded 
according  to  his  own  acts  ;  and,  further, 
that  men  may  grow  and  develop  and  serve 
self  only  by  serving  others. 

Thus  the  good  of  each  becomes  the 
good  of  all,  and  thus  the  functions  of 
religion,  in  which  everyone  may  and 
should  be  equally  interested  and  active, 
become  a  matter  of  both  individual  and 
community  concern  rather  than  the  pri- 
vate business  of  a  clergyman  or  clerical 
class.  Men  work  out  their  own  salva- 
tion. 

Such  is  the  genius  of  the  organization 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  ot  Latter- 
day  Saints,  commonly  called  the  Mormon 
Church.  The  world  frankly  marvels  at 
it,  believing  it  to  be  of  human  devising. 
But  the  members  of  this  Church,  and 
many  thoughful  men  not  of  this  faith, 
explain  its  perfection  only  in  terms  of 
Divine  origin. 
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AN  INVESTIGATOR'S  VIEW

It   is   has   been   said   that    the   traveller 

who  would  bring  home  the  pearls  ul 
the  Indies  must  carry  the  wealth  of  the 
Indies   with    him. 

So  it  is  with  every  investigator  of  Mor- 
monism.  He  must  carry  within  himsell 
an  humble,  honest  and  sincere  desire  to 
know  the  truth.  His  logic,  his  learning, 
his  education,  his  position — in  short,  ;ill 
that  he  is,  whoever  he  may  be,  will  avail 
him  nothing  unless  he  carries  with  him 
the  Pearl  of  Desire  to  know  the  Truth  and 
understands  its  beauties. 

Fortunately,  no  man  is  too  great  to 
outgrow  this  Pearl  of  Desire  ;  none  is  too 
poor  to  obtain   it. 

But  each  must  discover  it  for  himsell 
in  his  own  way.  Friends  may  assist  and 
counsel   and   guide.  Patiently   teachers 

may  remove  the  scales  of  ignorance. 
Missionaries  may  remove  prejudice  and 
misunderstanding,  bigotry  and  some  times 
hate.  Hut     the    battle     is     fought     and 

finally  won  or  lost  with  a  man  on  his 
knees  before  his  Clod  asking  for  under- 
standing and  strength. 

Mormonism  is  sharply  distinguished 
from  any  other  creed  or  religion.  To 
me,  the  first  and  most  striking  feature  is 
the  superiority  of  the  people  it  has  pro- 
duced. One  year  ago,  when  I  first  went 
to  Salt  Lake  City,  1  was  at  least  an 
agnostic — and  pretty  nearly,  if  not  quite, 
an  infidel,  but  almost  20  years  at  the  bar 
had  given  me  training  and  experience  in 
quickly  appraising   people.  That    is  an 

essential  part  of  the  equipment  of  my 
profession. 

I  met,  mingled  with  and  studied  the 
Mormon   people   for   eight    days.  They 

had  something  that  no  other  people 
possessed  that  I  had  ever  met.  It  was 
something  intangible,  difficult  of  descrip- 
tion, but  none  the  less  real.  I  was  deter- 
mined to  find  out  what  this  "something" 
was. 

Thereupon,  I  went  to  the  Bureau  of 
Information  on  Temple  Square,  intro- 
duced myself  to  Joseph  Peery,  told  him 
rather  bluntly  that  I  had  found  the  Mor- 
mons a  superior  people  and  asked  him  to 


frankly  tell  me  "  how  they  got  that  way." 

Joseph  Teen  was  a  busy  man.  He  is 
always  busy.  But  he  took  out  an  hour 
and  discussed  the  principles  and  history 
of    Mormonism    with    me.  1    had   never 

heard  anything  quite  like  it. 

Here  was  a  people  who  boldly  declared 
that  the  Heavens  were  not  closed;  that 
God  still  reigned  and  revealed  His  will  to 
His  children. 

Here  was  a  Church  built  upon  Modern 
Revelation.  The  idea  was  logical — but 
a  little  hard  to  realize.  The  idea  was  new 
to  me — and  contrary  to  anything  I  had 
ever  heard. 

I  thought  that  1  must  look  into  this 
matter  of  modern  revelations.  If  what 
my  friend,  Peery,  said  was  true,  and  the 
Church  had  been  in  existence  for  more 
than  one  hundred  years,  certainly  some  of 
the  revelations  had  borne  fruit  of  a  tangi- 
ble nature  in   that   time. 

Four  days  later,  I  underwent  a  very 
grave,  emergency  operation  in  the  L.D.S. 
Hospital    in    Salt    Lake    City.  My    lib' 

was  saved  by  reason  of  the  wonderful  skill 
of  the  surgeons  and  nurses  there. 

During  the  days  of  convalescence  I  had 
an  enormous  appetite.  Mv  mind  was  on 
food    and    diet.  Proper    food    and    diet 

meant  strength  and  recovery  and  home. 
I  wanted  something  to  read.  I  asked 
my  nurse  to  hand  me  my  brief  case. 
Within  it,  I  knew,  were  two  or  three 
small  pamphlets  on  Mormonism.  I 
started  to  read  one  of  them.  It  discussed 
what  human  being  should  and  should  not 
eat  and  drink.  It  seemed  to  me  like  it 
was  hot  off  the  pen  of  some  modern  up 
to    the    minute    scientist.  Then    I    dis- 

covered that  it  was  written  by  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  more  than  one  hundred 
years  ago;  that  the  Mormons  had  lived 
by  it  tor  a  century  and  that  as  a  result 
they  lived  longer  and  were  a  happier  and 
superior  people  in  every  way  by  so  doing. 

Since  I  have  applied  other  tests  and 
made  many  other  studies  and  investiga- 
tions. After  all,  it  is  very  simple.  The 
test  of  the  prophet  is  whether  or  not  his 
prophecies  come  true.       If  thev  do,  then 
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he  must  be  all  thai  he  claims.  II  not, 
then  he  is  an   imposter.  Investigation 

pro\c(l  there  were  no  imposters  in  the 
Mormon  Church. 

Another  sharp,  poi ni  of  difference  is  the 
principle  of  progression.  I  had  never 

known  of  any  church  holding;  to  this  prin- 
ciple. Nevertheless,  in  a  crude  sort  of 
way,  1  had  thought  a  good  deal  along  this 
line.  This  principle  is  logical.  It  elimi- 
nates the  cruelty  and  barbarism  of  Other 
creeds.       In  short,  it  is  God-like. 

Thirdly,  and  contrar)  to  any  other 
people,  Mormons  welcome  "  higher  criti- 
cism "  and  scientific  research.  They 
openly,  boldly  and  seemingly  gdadly  dis- 
cuss their  creed  in  the  white  light  of  all 
knowledge  and  investigation.  To  me 
that  was  amazing.  Later,  I  learned  that 
Mormons  considered  all  knowledge  as  a 
part  of  the  Great  Truth.  Since  we  are 
made  in  the  image  of  God  travelling  the 
road  of  progression  to  final  exaltation, 
will  not  such  view  appeal  to  any  honest 
investigator? 

To  any  man  who  is  in  doubt  and  con- 
fusion ;  who  has  within  his  soul  a  great 
desire  to  know,  but  who  is  unable  to 
reconcile  the  apparent  inconsistencies  of 
the  Bible ;  who  is  unable  to  reconcile 
Science  and  Religion  ;  who  is  about  ready 
to  sink  in  the  dark  waters  of  agnosticism, 
I  would  earnestly  recommend  a  study  of 
the  Mormon  people  and  Mormonism. 
They  have  a  religion.  They  live  it.  "  By 
their  fruits   ye   shall   know  them." 


HEARING. 

Editorial — Deseret  News, 

"He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear." 

—Matthew  11    :   15. 

All  people  who  are  not  physically  deaf 
can  hear  Certain  things.  All  of  us  can 
hear  certain  mental  words,  certain 
aesthetic  words,  certain  artistic  words, 
certain  musical  words,  certain  spiritual 
words.  But  the  range  of  ability  to  hear 
is  very  marked  ;  and  perhaps  there  is  no 
one  who  can  hear  equally  well  all  the 
way  up  and  down  the  scale  of  thought 
which  measures  the  magnitude  of  a  man. 

The     statement     is     made     of     General 


Grant    thai   as  he  got   along   in   years  he: 

said  that  he  had  at  last  learned  to  recog- 
nize two  tunes.  For  some  years  he  could 
only  recognize  one,  "  Old  Hundred  "; 
but    alter    he    became    famous    he    heard 

Hail  to  the  Chief  "  played  so  many 
times  that  he  learned  to  recognize  thai. 
It  is  reported  of  Dean  Stanley,  one  of  the 
most  sensitive,  spiritual  men  that  ever 
lived,  that  the  only  music  he  could  really 
appreciate  was  the  drum.  It  is  said  of 
Charles  Darwin  that,  through  his  devo- 
tion to  science,  he  came  in  his  later  years 
to  lose  his  ability  to  appreciate  and  enjo) 
music   or   literature.  He   had   not    used 

his  faculties  in  these  directions  for  so 
long  that  they  had  atrophied  and  practi- 
cally died. 

He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear."  There  is  a  vast  difference  in 
regard  to  the  ability  to  hear  what  the 
world  in  its  beaut}-  has  to  say  to  us.  The 
Psalmist  says,  Day  utters  speech  unto 
day  and  night  shows  knowledge  unto 
night.  But  how  many  of  us  listen  to 
note  whether  night  shows  knowledge  unto 
night  ;  whether  there  is  any  speech  or 
language  in  the  night  sky;  whether  there 
is  a  voice  that  can  be  heard?  How  many 
people  can  hear  the  voice  of  God  speak- 
ing through  nature,  speaking  in  history, 
speaking  in  individual  experience,  speak- 
ing in  the  silence  of   the  spirit? 

Now  let  us  consider  for  a  moment  the 
physical  capacity  for  hearing.  What  does 
sound  mean?  It  means  that  there  are 
vibrations  of  air  that  strike  on  the  ear- 
drum ;  and  these  are  carried  by  the  nerves 
to  the  brain,  and  there,  in  some  marvel- 
lous inexplicable  way,  they  are  trans- 
muted into  the  sense  of  sound.  Now, 
for  the  average  man  there  must  be  about 
thirty  vibrations  to  the  second  before  they 
produce  the  sense  of  hearing.  That  is, 
the  vibrations  must  be  as  many  as  thirty 
in  a  second  before  one  can  hear. 

Then  after  these  thirty  vibrations  in  a 
second  have  been  reached,  there  are  about 
ten  octaves  that  mark  the  compass  of  the 
ordinary  human  ear.  One  can  hear  until 
the  vibrations  reach  about  thirty  thousand 
in  a  second;  then  it  ceases  again.  There 
is  therefore  an  infinity  of  sound  below  us 
and  an  infinity  of  sound  and  motion  above 
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us,  that  the  car  of  man  docs  not  report. 
We  remember  reading  some  years  ago  a 
statement  of  Huxley  to  the  effect  that  if 
our  ears  were  adapted  to  take  up  the 
vibrations,  the  sound  of  plants  and 
flowers  growing  and  blossoming  in  t be- 
night would  be  as  loud  as  a  thunderstorm. 
We  can  hear  this  little  span  between  these 
two  limits  ;  but  the  rest  of  the  universe 
exists,  and  possibly  we  may  come  into 
contact  with  it  by  and  by.  In  view  of 
these  facts,  has  any  one  the  light  to 
measure  the  universe  by  his  own  test  ot 
capacity  or  so-far  development?  Has 
any  one  the  right  to  think  that  the  only 
real  and  important  things  are  those  that 
are   real  and   important   to   him? 

We  need  to  cultivate  our  ability  to  hear. 
We  need  to  learn  to  hear  what  beauty  has 
when  it  speaks  to  us  of  right  and  wrong, 
listen  to  the  voice  of  music,  to  hear  the 
truth,  to  hear  the  voice  of  conscience 
when  it  speaks  to  us  of  right  and  wrong, 
to  hear  the  voice  of  hope  and  love.  We 
need  to  listen  and  believe  that  this  uni- 
verse, as  we  get  hints  and  glimpses  of  it 
in  ten  thousand  directions,  is  not  mere 
matter,  mere  force,  hot  merely  a  power 
working  according  to  law.  We  need  to 
believe  that  it  is  a  mighty  organ  with 
millions  pf  stops,  an  organ  played  upon 
by  the  lingers  of  the  infinite  and  wisdom 
and    love. 

We  need  to  listen  when  God  speaks  and 
believe  in  God  ;  because  only  He  gives 
life  any  meaning  and  purpose,  any  motive 
for  growth,  for  progress,  for  reaching 
after  the  ideal  and  for  the  capacity  to  dis- 
cern   spiritual   things.
